Rembrandt was a supreme master of landscape drawing whose extraordinary 
draftsmanship imbued his work with a vitality and power that few artists ever 
achieve. The faultless brush work (River with Trees on Its Embankment at Dusk) 
and exquisite chiaroscuros brimming with the fullness of nature (House Among 
Trees on the Bank of a River) are the subtlest and perhaps most intriguing product 
of his rich and extensive career. 


This excellent volume displays in sharp, quality reproductions 60 authentic 
landscapes chosen from the great facsimile edition of Rembrandt’s drawings. 
Arranged in chronological order, these compositions are works in pen, brush, 
bistre, ink, chalk, and various washes. 


Free and spontaneous in both design and technique, these drawings attest to the 

artist’s intimate and loving appreciation of nature’s grandeur. For Rembrandt, the 

Dutch countryside was a lifelong source of inspiration. Returning repeatedly to the 

same sites (View over the Omval, A Cottage and Barn Surrounded by Trees, Farm 

Amidst Trees, View of Diemen), he explored the varying nuances of atmosphere, 

light and shadow, and was able to portray the great spaciousness of the landscape 
| (The Bend of the Amstel River near Kostverloren Castle) with a few economic yet 
. sensitive touches of the pen and an ingenious use of paper. These drawings with 
their uncannily deft washes and vigorous strokes document Rembrandt's brilliant 
| directness, unsparing observation, and amazing ability to capture the impression of 
: a passing moment.

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Publisher’s Note 


Rembrandt van Rijn (1606-1669) is one of the supreme landscape artists of 
all time because of his great empathy with natural settings and deep under- 
standing of the place of man’s works among those of nature. The Dutch 
countryside was a source of constant inspiration to the artist all his life, and 
he would return repeatedly to the same site, experimenting with new ways to 
capture the quiet grandeur of the scene before him. The works included in 
this volume (which, as is generally the case with Rembrandt drawings, can 
only seldom be identified as direct preliminary sketches for larger works, but 
were obviously done chiefly for their own sake) are arranged in chronolog- 
ical order. They range in date from the more naturalistic sketches of the 
mid-1630s to the vibrant, masterful compositions of the late years, in which 
the world is seen bathed in an almost magical light. 

No drawing is included here that is not considered perfectly genuine by the 
major Rembrandt scholars. In the captions, the original dimensions of the 
drawings are given in millimeters, height before width.
